Reuter’s special Peshawar tele. | 
graph says the Mahomedans . and 
Hindus are alike evidently united in 
antagonism ‘to the Afghans. Regi- 
ments. which had done garrison duty |. 
in India were delighted at the 
chance of fighting before returning | 
home. Qur troops are pushing 
forward with wonderful ‘celerity. In 
the ‘recent -fighting the Afghan 
gunners stuck résolutely to their 
guns ,,which were. well placed and 
provided with headcover, necessi- 
tating their being bombed out. The 
Afghan infantry was less resolute. 
It was badiy equipped. The. few 
cavalry .seen ‘imitated the Arab 
custom of riding as’ close as they 
dare, firing ‘their rifles and racing 
back to safety. An official Khyber 
report says.a reconnaissance was 
made from Dakka towards Basawal 
and met with “slight opposition. 
Returning to camp to Dakka, the 
Afghans followed it up. Fighting 
ensued. The enemy, after breaking 
off’.as reported, moved south in the 
direction of Fort Tsatsobi, the pass

the Bazar valley, Attempts are 
being made to harass our convoys 
on the Khyber. Sniping is frequent 
near Alimusjid. There is.no' change 
in the situation on the other fronts.
